He later became a puddler, work­ 
ing in fifty different mills through­ 
out the United States before he be­ 
came active in union work and later 
entered politics, joined the Moose 
organization and began hi* climb 
into prominence.

Crain Elected On His

was found strangled in a park 
Just as it was hinted that R oth ­ 
stein could have given some light 
On the murders of other Broadway 
butterflies, 
the diary 
left 
by the 
Gordon girl may solve his murder. 
It rveeais that she feard R oth ­ 
stein. and gives clues to his strictly 
confidential bu&ienss. 
One of these 
may be the thread which eventu­ 
ally will identify his killer 
Rothstein,

grim. 
poker-I awd 
man. was known as king of New 
Y ork’s floating gambling parlors for 
year*, but it was during the world 
series scandal of 1919 that he be­

accused of bribing Chicago Wnite | 
Box players. 
Summoned By Phone 
On the fateful night he was sit­ 
ting in a Broadway restaurant when 
a telephone call summoned him to 
a card game in a hotel room a few 
blocks away. 
A few hours later he i 
stumbled from the room with sev- 
eial bullets in his bony and he died 
two days later anthoid

statem ent. 
Borne said he was 
killed 
because lie “welched" on $360 OOO J 
he lost at poker.
